Forces said to have been 
recruited from political exiles form- 
ed bands along the Nicaraguan fron- 
tier near Lake Nicaragua and ad- 
vanced southward, clashing on sev- 
eral occasions with forces com- 
manded by Joaquin Tinoco, Costa 
Rican minister of war.
